I. Call to order 

HMD President Goldman, chairing the meeting on behalf of Chair Carol Cassella, 
called the meeting to order at 1:34pm. 

II. Introductions and Public Comments - none 

III. Approval of Safe Committee meeting minutes 

Thursday, March 16 th , 2017 Meeting 

On a Motion by Costello, seconded by Anabel, the Safe Committee voted to 
approve the minutes. 

IV. Security Contract 

Goldman stated that this past month both Executive and Finance Committees passed motions to 
change security firms. During the last 18 months, on advice of Allied Universal, HMD BOD 
approved increases to hourly wage in order to maintain officer deployment at 13 per contract - 
still we have low deployment 8/13 officers on average. On a motion by Costello, and seconded 
by Anabel, the Committee voted unanimously to move forward with a 30-day termination to 
Allied Universal on June 1 st , and engage Andrews International as security provider effective 
July 1 st , 2017. Goldman reiterated that there would be a presentation by Andrews International 
regarding deployment options at the next Safe Committee meeting scheduled in May- prior to 
final Board approval. 

V. Old Business 

Goldman confirmed that the BID moving forward needs to demonstrate that having a security 
team has an effect on the District. Need to show that crime is going down. Future reports will 
have a section depicting Security Stats vs. LAPD Hollywood Crime Stats.
